But the altuatlon, a.i rcgarda causo and ef- 
fect. rea^mbl^s some other recent and wrll- 
known Initanccv 

American attacks on Gen. Juan Peron 
didn't prevent his being elected president of 
Argentina. Harold eta.'wen'K siipporl of 
Dwjght OrlBWoId In Nebraska and the Prenl- 
^t'B ^ood word (or Burt Wheeler In Mon- 
•'ttna didn't atave off their defeat for sena- 
torial nomination. A nationwide barraRe of 
bliats tt Ben. Theodore Bilbo only seemed 
to niake him stronRer at home. 

Mr. May Is making the most of his posi- 
tion a4 a hard-working local boy who's being 
kicked around. He has written his ronsttt- 
uentfl that Sen. Jim Mead Is "crucltylng" 
him In the hope of getting elected governor 
of New York. He also gives an a.vslst to "Rods 
and Pinks" who, he sayB. are out to Ret him 
for trying to keep atomic bomb secrets "from 
being given away to some foreign nation." 

This Is oversimplification, to say the lea.sl. 
There were bound to be war-proflta Bcandnls 
«(ter this war, as after every war. They miike 
line political ammunition for the opposition 
— and flome atrawa in the wind Indicate that 
the Republicans might gain control of the 
house Jn the next election. 

60 the smart thing lor the Democrats to 
do was beat the opposition to the punch and 
rt»rt the Investigations themselves. The safe 
thing waa to atart them In the flanate, where 
fewer aeata are at atako and the Democratic 
Tn&|orlt7 seems more secure. 

A logical group to do the InvestlpntlnK was 
the wartime Special Committee to Investi- 
gate the National Defense Program. It was 
Mr. Mead's political good fortune that senior- 
ity lifted him to the committee's top seat 
when Chairman Harry Truman went lo the 
White Rouse. A record of fearless, Impartial 
Investigation and examination would be a 
handy thing to carry Into a campaign with 
former District Attorney Tom Dewey. 

Maybe that's why Mr. Mead selected the 
Garsson case, complete with Congressman 
May, as a major production. Maybe not. After 
all, "Reds and Pinks" aren't the only ones 
, opposed to Mr. May's favored plan of having 
military control of atomic energy, which his 
position as head of the House Military Af- 
fairs Committee might help him put through. 

Mr. Maya present plight may be strategy 
en coincidence. But It will be Interesting to 
SB« once again how regional pride and loyalty 
react to whatever cold, hard facts arc brought 
out, when those facts concern a local boy 
who Is getting a going-over from a bunch of 
strangers. 



INTERESTING ARGUMENT 

Among the leftovers on the congressional 
•gsnda ts an argument In the government va. 
private enterprise department which the 
next aeaslon will probably resume and settle. 
It Isn't a world-shatcing argument, and the 
subject Isn't very dramatic. All the same, the 
outcome will be significant. 

Briefly, and over-slmply. the situation Is 
thU. The government wants to build some 
fertilizer planta and go Into the business in 
a iairly big way. It also wants to use some of 
the plant*' output to conduct demonstrations 
on 75 farms in each agricultural county, or 
on about 1M,000 farms. Within five years It 
would dlspoie of the plants to cooperatives 
(If the co-ops want them) on 50-yenr leases. 

The chief reason for this program seems 
to be a disputed claim that there was a war- 
time fertilizer shortage. Fertilizer manufac- 
turers say thi* Isn't so— that though there 
were local shortages due to lacic of material, 
labor and tniuportation, capacity has al- 
ways exceeded consumption. 

Naturally the fertilizer people. Inclydlng 
aCTeral farmer cooperatives, don't like the 
legJalatlon which would authorize this. They 
aay it lant cricket for the Bovemment to aet 
lUeU np In competitive business with tax 
money. 

The fertUlzer people favor the experiments 
and demonstrations which are continually 
being carried on by various federal and state 
agencies. But they don't see why this neces- 
slUtes the federal government's competing 
with them and perhaps driving some of them 
oat of buslnug. 

Ihere are ample statistics to show the In- 
mulng- yield and value that money spent 
lor nil Improvement Is bringing. But the 
ftUKUmenUI question Is wnetber this gov- 
«nunent it content to let a basic private In- 
dtutty.eany on under a wat^ul eye. or 
whethar the government, armed with subsl- 
dlti, wm enter the competition. 
... This qoertton now affects only one Indus- 
ttg, but lU ImpllcaUons are broad.
